But  I  got  a  lot 
of  rejections  from  publishers  on  my  inquiries.  Nobody  believes  that 
the  globe  can  perish,  so  all  that  people  aL3preciate  money  more  than 
life.  Or  more  precisely:  They  love  their  private  money  more  than 
all  life  including  theirs.  And  the  public  does  not  like  books  with 
glooms^  conclusions.    Cordial  greetings  to  all  three  of  you,  yours
